THE YOUNG ONES 


Gang of boys - one aged about 
SIX - intimidate friends playing 
in park and steal their scooters 


A FURIOUS mum has blast¬ 
ed a gang of “feral youths” 
who stole scooters from her 
two young sons as they 
played in a Harlow park. 

The incident happened on 
Saturday afternoon while the boys 
- aged 8 and 11 - were out with an 
11-year-old friend in The 
Rundells area. 

They were surrounded by a 
group of six other boys - one of 
whom is believed to be as young 
as six - who demanded they hand 
over their scooters. 

When the youngest brother 
resisted he was punched. 

The gang then made off with 
the three scooters - a black and 
white MGP, a silver-coloured 
Crisp and an orange and black 
MGP - in the direction of 
Commonside Road. 

Speaking to the Star on 
Monday, the victims’ mother -

who asked to remain anonymous 
for fear of reprisals - said her sons 
were now too scared to leave the 
house. 

“This has left my kids in bits; 
they’re terrified of going out on 
their own,” she said. 

“They’re supposed to be enjoy¬ 
ing their summer holiday but it 
seems they’re not even safe play¬ 
ing in their local park. 

“I just can’t believe this has 
happened and that the thugs 
responsible were so young. 

“Do we really now live in a 
world where even six-year-old 
kids have turned to a life of 
crime?” 

The eldest suspect is believed 
to be aged around 14 and was 
wearing a grey tracksuit at the 
time of the theft. 


One of his accomplices was 
around 11 years old and had a 
shaved head, while the youngest 
of the gang had a distinctive 
spiked Mohican haircut. 

Police confirmed they were 
investigating the theft and were 
treating it “very seriously”. They 
have appealed for anyone with 
information to come forward. 

They have already swabbed the 
eight-year-old boy’s injured arm 
for traces of his attacker’s DNA 
and are currently in the process of 
taking statements from all three 
victims. 

“Someone, somewhere must 
know who did this to my boys and 
their friend,” said the mother. “If 
you know anything, please, please 
go to the police before these yobs 
strike again.”

THE long-awaited arrival of budget 
supermarket chain Aldi in Harlow 
edged closer this week after the firm 
unveiled revised plans for a store at 
The Stow. 

Two years after proposals for the redevel¬ 
opment of the former Charvills car show¬ 
room were put on ice due to concerns over 
the viability of 14 residential flats included in 
the scheme, the German retailer is now 
preparing to submit a fresh planning applica¬ 
tion to Harlow Council. 

According to details outlined on consulta¬ 
tion leaflets sent to residents and local busi¬ 
nesses earlier this week, the firm no longer

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intends to include new homes as part of the 
multi-million pound project and will instead 
focus on building an “accessible anchor 
foodstore” on the site. 

The scheme, which is expected to create 
25-30 new jobs, also includes plans to create 
new access routes linking the development 
with the rest of the shopping precinct. A new 
car park will provide scores of free spaces for 
shoppers visiting The Stow. 

The leaflet states: “The new Aldi will pro¬ 
vide a local and highly accessible store where 


people can undertake their weekly food shop 
without having to travel to large out-of-centre 
stores. To help local businesses further, the 
store car park will also be a shared shopper 
car park for The Stow.” 

Local residents and businesses have until 
August 24 to comment on the amended pro¬ 
posals, after which the supermarket chain 
will be submitting a revised planning appli¬ 
cation to the council. If approved, work could 
start on the project immediately and the new 
store finished by 2013.

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Cancer survivor on a 
quest to help others 


A MOTHER-of two who survived 
cancer is planning a family fun day 
to mark for the official relaunch of 
the group she has set up to provide 
support to others. 

Sue Homan (38), of The Hides, Harlow, was 
diagnosed with cervical cancer four years 
ago after a routine smear test. 

During what was to become a whirlwind of 
hospital appointments, radiotherapy and 
chemotherapy on top of trying to bring up 
two young children, the single mum said 
there was one memory that really stood out. 
“It was the hardest time of my life,” she said. 
“I would have to drop the kids off at school 
and then head straight to London for a 
doctor’s appointment, go for chemotherapy 
and still be back in time to pick the kids up. I 
don’t know how I did it. 

“After finishing all my treatment, the Willow 
Foundation charity arranged for me and the 
kids to have a weekend away at Center Parcs 
and it was brilliant. To be able to just spend 
time with the children and have some 
normality back in my life was incredible.” 
Sue said it was after she discovered the 
Willow Foundation only provided days out 
for those aged under 40 that she decided to 
set up The Silver Smile to help older cancer 
patients. 

“While having my treatment I met another 
lady going through the same thing with two 
young children, but she was over 40,” said

Sue. “It didn’t seem right that she her and 
her family were missing out on having that 
much-needed time away from it all because 
of her age.” 

Originally set up a couple of years ago, The 
Silver Smile charity had to take a back seat 
due to Sue’s ill health. But she is now hoping 
that the family fun day - dubbed ‘Party in 
the Pub’ and taking place at The Horn and 
Horseshoes in Foster Street on Saturday, 

September 1 - will help get the ball rolling 
again. 

“We have so much going on, it really will be 
a brilliant event for all the family,” said Sue. 

“There are fairground rides, a bouncy castle, 
craft stalls, giant inflatable slides, a 
barbecue, Caribbean food, a DJ and so much 
more. 

“Our hope is to raise over £5,000 so we can 
officially register as a charity and start 
making a difference in the lives of other 
people and their families going through what 
I did.”

A COUPLE have been hit with 
a £3,500 vet bill after their pet 
cat was shot with a high-pow¬ 
ered air rifle. 

Three-year-old Meer was left in 
agony after the pellet smashed 
through the bone in one of his front 
legs on Thursday evening. 

The injured animal managed to 
limp back to owners Ian and Ann 
Cordell’s house in Cambridge Road, 
Sawbridgeworth, before collapsing 
on the doorstep. 

“He let out an almighty yowl and 
I rushed out to find him covered in 
blood,” Mr Cordell told the Star. 

“My first thought was that he’d 
been hit by a car, but when I got him 
to the vet it became clear he’d been 
shot. 

“What kind of lunatic would do 
something like this?” 

Staff at Enfield Medivet worked 
fast to stop the bleeding and gave 
Meer painkillers while they assessed 
his injuries. 

An X-ray confirmed that the pel¬ 
let - which appeared to have a sharp, 
pointed end - had splintered the cat’s 
bone upon impact and his injured leg 
was put in a brace. 

“They told me it was only because 
Meer was still young that they 
wouldn’t have to put him down,” 
said Mr Cordell. 

“He’s now got to sit in a cage in 
our front room as we have to restrict 
his movement while he recovers, not 
that he’d want to go outside now 
anyway after the traumatic experi¬ 
ence he’s been put through.” 

Mr Cordell said the bill for Meer’s 
emergency treatment was likely to 
top £3,500. 

“We’re fortunate that our insur-

ance will cover most of the cost but 
this is still a huge financial burden 
for us,” he said. 

“We just want to warn other peo¬ 
ple that there’s some maniac appar¬ 
ently taking pot shots at cats for fun. 
There are some really sick people 
out there.” 

Meer’s ordeal comes just one 
month after another cat had to be put 
down after being shot by an air gun 
in Bishop’s Stortford. 

Police are currently investigating 
both incidents but said it was too 
early to say whether the two shoot¬ 


ings were linked. 

“Inquiries into this incident are 
on-going and any links with other 
incidents would be considered as 
part of the investigation,” said a 
police spokesman. 

“The pet’s owner has also contact¬ 
ed us regarding the recovered pellet 
which will also be looked at as part 
of the investigation.”

Open verdict on man who 
was pushed and hit head 
during drunken argument 


A CORONER has recorded an 
open verdict at an inquest into 
the death of a 52-year-old 
Harlow man who collapsed 
after apparently being pushed 
during a drunken argument. 

Anthony Daly, of Shawbri- 
dge, died in Princess Alexandra 
Hospital 11 days after he was 
found in the town centre. 

Chelmsford Coroner’s Court 
was told Mr Daly died from 
brain damage which he suffered 
after swallowing his tongue dur¬ 
ing the incident in Terminus 
Street. 

Coroner’s officer Paul Rob¬ 
erts said Mr Daly had pushed or 
shoved during an argument and 
fell down, hitting his head. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Mark Hall said Mr Daly was 
found by police officers lying 
up against a fire door, adding: 


“There were apparent injuries - 
blood was coming from the 
back of his head - and they 
placed him in the recovery posi¬ 
tion. 

“Paramedics arrived and took 
him to hospital but en route he 
suffered a cardiac arrest. He 
was revived but his injuries led 
to complications and he died on 
November 28.” 

DCI Hall said there was some 
evidence Mr Daly collapsed 
after being pushed, but CCTV 
pictures were of poor quality. 

He said Mr Daly had been 
drinking and his blood alcohol 
reading was 187 milligrammes. 
The legal limit for driving is 35 
milligrammes. 

Patholgist Dr Benjamin Swift 
gave the cause of death as brain 
damage due to positional asph¬ 
yxia.

of the Cineworld building in Harlow. 

Fire crews were called to the cinema at the 
Queensgate Centre off Edinburgh Way on 
Friday afternoon after staff and customers 
reported a strong smell of burning. 

The source of the problem was eventually 
traced to a small fire in a faulty air condi¬ 
tioning unit on the roof of the multiplex. It 
took firefighters less than half-an-hour to 
extinguish the flames and make the builidng 
safe. 

Sub officer Steve Joyce said: “When we 
arrived we could smell smoke in the foyer 
and immediately began tracking down the 
source. 

“It was quickly established there was a 
small fire in the air conditioning unit on the 
roof of the cinema. Myself and firefighter 
Andy Thompson gained access to the roof 
and we used nine different fire extinguishers 
to tackle the fire.” 

The cinema remained closed for the rest 
of the day as maintenance staff isolated the 
faulty unit and ran safety checks. It reopened 
the following morning. 

A Cineworld spokesperson said no-one 
had been injured during the incident and all 
cistomers who were asked to leave the build¬ 
ing were given complimentary tickets. 

“Staff responded immediately by evacuat-

ing the cinema and calling the fire brigade 
who arrived shortly after and dealt with the 
situation. 

“There were no injuries from the inci¬ 
dent, but the cinema remained shut for the 
evening as a precaution and re-opened for 
business as usual on Saturday morning. 

“Customers who were evacuated whilst 
watching a film have been issued compli¬ 
mentary tickets and those who had booked 
for showings on Friday evening have been 
advised that Cineworld will honour their 
tickets for another showing.”

Water firm 

WATER company Veolia is 
warning its Harlow cus¬ 
tomers to be wary of tele¬ 
phone calls from people 
claiming to be customers 
services representatives or 
collection agents represent¬ 
ing the firm.

Vincent Muldoon, Veolia's 
director of customer rela¬ 
tions, said: “We are very 
concerned about these unscr¬ 
upulous people who try to 
defraud our customers by 
obtaining their bank details. 

“Employees of Veolia 
Water would never cold call 
our customers and offer them 
a discount for payment so we 
urge people to be vigilant 
when they give out personal 
details over the telephone. 


We would also not leave a 
card demanding payment.” 

The firm has urged any¬ 
one who believes they may 
have fallen victim to the 
scam to contact their bank or 
credit card company as soon 
as possible and alert the 
police.

A change of paint colour

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Man prosecuted after address is found in rubbish bags 


A MAN has been fined £200 
after his household rubbish was 
found dumped in a Harlow 
street. 

Jerry Price, who lives in 
Billericay, was prosecuted by 
Harlow Council after his home 
address was found in the pile of 
household waste. 

Mr Price pleaded guilty at 
Chelmsford Crown Court to the 
unauthorised deposit of waste. 

The court heard that last 
december Mr Price had paid a 
“scrap man” to dispose of his 
household rubbish, which was 
then dumped in Latton Street. 


A resident reported the rub¬ 
bish to the council whose com¬ 
munity safety team carried out 
an investigation and found 
details of Mr Price’s address in 
the rubbish. 

Mr Price accepted it was his 
responsibility to dispose of his 
household waste correctly. 

The magistrates stated that 
although the offence was at the 
lower end of the scale, Mr Price 
had acted “recklessly”. 

As well as the fine, he was 
ordered to pay a £15 victim’s 
surcharge. The council was awa¬ 
rded costs of £693.94 to cover 


the costs of cleaning up the rub¬ 
bish and taking the matter to 
court. 

EmmaToal, the council’s port¬ 
folio holder for youth & citizen¬ 
ship, said the prosecution would 
serve as a warning to flytippers. 

“Harlow Council spends aro¬ 
und £lm a year of taxpayers’ 
money cleaning up after others,” 
she said. “It is irresponsible peo¬ 
ple and rogue traders that mess 
up our town and it is Harlow tax¬ 
payers who pick up the tab every 
time. 

“If we can take court action 
like this then we can get some of 


those costs back and send out a 
warning that Harlow is not a 
dumping ground.” 

Under the Environmental 
Protection Act 1990, anyone 
who books someone to take 
away household waste which is 
later dumped illegally could be 
fined up to £5,000. 

Incidents of flytipping can be 
reported to Contact Harlow on 
(01279) 446655. Anyone wit¬ 
nessing rubbish being dumped is 
asked note the make, colour and 
registration of any vehicle invol¬ 
ved as well as the location, time 
and date. 


Patient guilty of 
racist rant at PAH 
doc is spared jail

A FOUL-mouthed patient who asaulted and 
racially abused a casualty doctor at Harlow’s 
Princess Alexandra Hospital after being 
refused money to get home a cab has been 
spared jail. 

Instead Simon Hobbs was given a suspended sen¬ 
tence when he appeared at Chelmsford Crown Court. 

During his trial back in June it was stated by the 
prosecution that Hobbs (41), from Bishop’s 
Stortford, took a swing at Dr Basherat Bahir after he 
refused to give an anti-anxiety drug and then refused 
to give him money to pay for a taxi home. 

He was heard by a hospital sister using foul and 
abusive language in which he repeatedly called Dr 
Bahir a “Paki” before he also threatened her. 

Hobbs told the court he had been unable to obtain 
medication for various conditions two days earlier 
and was in pain after having been sent home from 
the hospital. 

“I got rather annoyed. I’d had enough,” he said. “I 
got off the bed and attacked Dr Bahir. I connected 
with his hand.” 

Hobbs pleaded guilty to assaulting Dr Bahir but 
denied a second charge of racially aggravated 
assault by beating. However, he was found guilty of 
that charge by the jury and the case was adjourned 
for pre-sentence reports. 

When Hobbs returned to court for sentencing, he 
was told by recorder Richard Harrison: “I was dis¬ 
posed to imposing a custodial sentence but I shall 
fall short of that. Although serious, this offence must 
be treated as an isolated incident. 

“Bearing in mind you were craving for drugs it 
further reduces your culpability.” 

Hobbs, who now receives medical visits at home 
and has been told he must not attend Princess 
Alexandra Hospital other than for emergencies, was 
was given a nine-month prison sentence suspended 
for 18 months.

I 
myself started working 
on the stall from the age 
of 16 after I’d left school. 


“The chap enjoying the drink is 
Steve Webb, who ran the flower 
stall. Sadly he passed away three 
years ago. 

“Wr think the man in the van with 
Vinney may be Chas from the 
material stall, although we are not 


100 per cent sure. The guy with his 
back to the camera could even be 
my brother, Paul.” 

Karen said that despite the 5am 
starts and long hours in all weather 
conditions, she really enjoyed 
working in the market. 

“I worked right up until the day I 
had to give birth to my son,” she 


said. “Those were the days when 
the market was busy and full of 
stalls. All us vendors were like one 
big family and actually it was really 
good wages. 

“My dad, who also sadly passed 
away three years ago, actually 
managed the market for about five 
years and was a well-known 
character in the square. Many knew 
him as Market Mick or Market 
Mickey and he later went on to 
manage Hoddesdon market.” 

Karen said her mum gave up the 
stall when the market started to get 
quieter. “It is so sad to see it all 
gone now,” she added. “We all 
really miss it.”

A FTER reading the report about 
the death of one of Harlow’s first 
council tenants - Ethel Burchell - 
one reader was inspired to share his 
recollections of his time as one of the 
new town’s early settlers. 

Alan Shadbolt, of Tylney Croft, said 
he moved to Harlow in 1952 with his 
parents when the family took up 
residence in Vicarage Wood. 

“My parents lived not far away from 
Mrs Burchell in Tany’s Dell until five 
years ago when dad had to go into a 
home,” said Alan. “Mum sadly 
passed away in 1990. 

“My first school was Tany’s Dell, so 
Mrs Burchell could well have been 
one of my dinner ladies.” 

Although Mr Shadbolt said he does 
not remember too much from his 
time at the primary school, there is 
one memory that stands out. 

“I will always recollect one lunch 


time when we had macaroni cheese 
which I did not like ... and still 
don’t. I wouldn’t eat it so was told I 
would have to sit at the table until I 
had finished. I ended up sitting there 
until 4pm with the food still intact!” 
Mr Shadbolt’s educational journey 
next led him to the old coaching 
house that used to be located 
opposite Harlow Museum, and then 
to Mark Hall. 

“This leads me on to this picture of 
my old class,” he added. “I remember 
some of names and I am on the back 
row, fifth from the left. But I thought 
I could use this opportunity to find 
out what happened to everyone 
else?”

HIS budget may have been only 
a fraction of that spent on the 
London 2012 Games, but artist 
Warren Elsmore has created a 
jaw-dropping tribute to the 
greatest show on Earth after 
piecing together a 250,000- 
brick Lego replica of 
the Olympic Park. 

The 35-year-old was 
asked by Danish 
tourism chiefs to 
build the intricate 
model three weeks 
before the start of 
the 2012 Games. 

Working up to 13 
hours a day at his 
studio in central 
Edinburgh, Mr 
Elsmore used 
special tubing 
and hundreds of 
plastic hands 
pulled from Lego 
figurines to 
recreate 
landmark 
buildings 
including the 
Olympic Stadium and the 
Aguatic Centre. 

His brilliant model even includes 
a Lego replica of architect 
Anish Kapoor's 'Orbit' - the 115 
metre-high tower that 
dominates the park's skyline 
Warren, who earns a living 
building Lego models for 
businesses, told reporters it had 


taken him 300 hours of 
painstaking work to finish the 
model with a little help from a 
fellow artist. 

"We must have used a guarter 
of a million pieces in total,'' he 
said. "We have built almost the 


needed between 6,000-7,000 
bricks to build that alone. 

"The most complicated was the 
Orbit because of the shape." 
The model has now been put on 
public display at London's St 
Katharine Docks as part of the 
Danish National House's

"The Olympic stadium itself 
was fairly complicated as it's 
oval-shaped and there are very 
few right angles in there.

Mr Elsmore added: "I do not 
think I ever expected things to 
get this far. It was a child's 
dream to be able to build Lego 
for a living so I'm very happy!"

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History detectives 
really dig park life 


A COBBLED courtyard was 
among the many discoveries dur¬ 
ing an archaeological dig in 
parkland between Harlow and 
Sawbridgeworth. 

A red brick pathway, an assortment of 
crockery, slate roof tiles, fragments of 
old glass and handmade nails believed 
to date back to the 17th century were 
also unearthed by volunteers during 
the two-day event at Pishiobury Park. 

Families armed with trowels were 
invited to join in the discovery day 
organised by the Friends of Pishiobury 
Park and supported by Herts County 
Council and the Countryside 
Management Service. 

Friends secretary Paula Milton said 
the dig was concentrated on an area 
where a building was once thought to 
have stood. 

“It was a very exciting two days and 
the children had a whale of a time,” she 
said. “A lot of those who had spent all 
day Saturday scrapping, digging and 
sifting came back the next day and I 
was amazed at how interested they all 
were. 

“It was such a success that we will 
definitely repeat the weekend next 
year.” 

All the items have been catalogued 
and the details will be shared with 
interested parties. 

The earliest settlers in the 
Pishiobury area are thought to have 
been Neolithic people who built a 
structure known as a Causewayed 
Enclosure, which can only be seen 
from the air and was used as a meeting 
place for trading, socialising, religious 



rituals and celebrations. 

Evidence of a Roman/British settle¬ 
ment was discovered in 1936 when 
builders came across six skeletons laid 
to rest in an ancient burial ground, 
while the arrival of the Normans saw 
the construction of a manor house and 
the park enclosed to contain deer. 

The deer park existed well into the 
Elizabethan era and in 1534 was given 
over to Henry VIII who granted the 


estate to Anne Boleyn.

SUMMER may have been

FESTIVAL fever hits Harlow over 
the bank holiday weekend. 

The two-day Linkfest In The Park 
bash next Saturday and Sunday 
(August 25-26) will feature a line-up 
of established local talent, tribute 
acts and up-and-coming artists. 
Organised by local music 
aficionado Jamie Pring, pictured 
right , and backed by The Square, 
Harlow Rock School and The Great 
Parndon Community Association, 
the festival will attempt to recreate 
the electric atmosphere of the 
town’s free gigs of the 1970s and 
’80s, when the likes of Thin Lizzy, 
Fairport Convention and lOcc 
played to audiences of thousands. 
“I’m confident we can bring the 
buzz of those open air concerts 
back to the Town Park,” said Jamie. 
“People still get misty-eyed when 
they look back to that era. 

“Although it's hard to imagine 
something on that scale happening 
today, we’re certainly going to give 
it our best shot!” 

The line-up has been split into two 
themed days, with the first focusing 
on emerging talent and established 
local bands and the second - billed 
as family day by the organisers - 
featuring some of the UK’s top 
tribute acts and covers bands. 
Saturday’s bill includes Harlow pop 
royalty The Sweeney, psych-rockers 
Deviant Amps and demented funk- 
metal outfit Papa Shango, with 
hotly-tipped dub-reggae revivalists 
Tallowah and indie tykes Three Day 
Weekend also on the bill. 


The following day’s line-up - which 
is being sponsored by the Harvey 
Centre - includes pub circuit 
favourites Sax On Fire, Repertoire 
Dogs and Sounds Of Weller, as well 
as guitar heroes Wideboy 
Generation, young singer Mary 
Cameron and grizzled country-rock 
covers outfit Billy Goes West. 

“I’m really pleased with the bands 
we’ve managed to get over the two 
days,” said Jamie. “There’s 
something for everyone on the bill, 
from ska and reggae to rock and 
pop, and all the acts are really 
looking forward to performing. 

“For some it will be the biggest gig 
they’ve ever played and I’m pleased 
that we’re giving them the 
opportunity to showcase their talent 
on such a big stage.” 

More than 5,000 people are 


expected to attend the festival over 
the two days. It will also feature 
sideshows, a fully-licensed bar 
provided by the GPCA and stalls 
selling everything from band 
merchandise to arts and crafts. 

“This is going to be a real 
celebration of Harlow as a hotbed 
of musical talent and creativity and I 
hope it will also showcase the 
strength of the community in our 
town,” said Jamie. 

“If this is as successful as I’m 
hoping it will be, there's no reason 
why we can’t make Linkfest an 
annual event.”

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A car owner's guide 
to what's new for 62 


W HILE the change of registration 
no longer provides the big 
sales kick it used to, the 
summer change is still a great time for 
car makers to introduce new models 
and acts as a timely reminder of 
what's in the works for the 
forthcoming months. ANDY ENRIGHT 
runs the rule over what's new and 
interesting on a ' 62 ' plate. 

The market for new cars is picking up 
slowly but surely, despite a continued 
run of horrible economic figures. 

After a small climb in new car sales in 
2010, total sales volumes dropped back 
4.4 per cent last year. 

But the start of 2012 has 
been encouraging and 
perhaps the biggest sign 
that things are starting to 
improve is that the biggest 
growth sectors weren’t the 
austerity-trim city cars and 
superminis. 

The biggest sales increase 
came in executive class 
cars, with big SUVs also 
doing extremely well and 
luxury class cars seeing a 
sales spike too. Here are 
some of vehicles that will be 
landing in dealerships near 
you later this year 

CITY CAR 

By now you’ll probably have seen the 
first batches of Volkswagen up!, SEAT 
Mii and Skoda Citigo models arriving 
in dealerships. 

All spawned from a single chassis, 
these three cars look set to give the city 
car sector a good shake up, replacing 
the previous triumvirate of Peugeot 107, 
Citroen Cl and Toyota Aygo as the 
nation’s favourites. 

VauxhaH’s ADAM is well worth waiting 
for if you fancy something 
conventionally powered but funky with 
it. 

Electric cars are becoming a good deal 
more affordable and none more so than 
Renault’s hugely entertaining Twizy. 
Seating two in tandem, it’s great for 
urban commuting with its 60-mile 
range, 47mph top speed coupled with a 
three and a half hour recharge time. 
Alternatively you could try the smart 
fortwo ElectricDrive but it’s decently 
quick with a top speed of 78mph and 
strong acceleration off the line. Driven 
a bit more sedately, it’s possible to 
travel for about 90 miles. 

SUPERMINI 

Things are shaking up very nicely in the 
supermini sector. The Peugeot 208 - 
with its tiny, low-set steering wheel that 
you look over to read the dials, brilliant 
1.2 VTi three cylinder petrol engine, 
sharp handling and interesting touch¬ 


screen infotainment system - makes a 
strong case for itself. 

But the 208 isn’t going to have things 
its own way. Aside from the small 
matter of the Vauxhall Corsa and the 
Ford Fiesta, there’s the Renault Clio 4 
which could be the real mover in this 
division. Only available in five door 
guise, it looks anything but frumpy, 
with a bold front end and a cabin that’s 
stepped up hugely in terms of materials 
quality. 

Fiat’s new five-door 500L might well 
appeal to those who loved the 500 city 
car but need a bit more room. 


Volkswagen’s Polo 


class, Audi’s all-new A3 is worth a look 
while Vauxhall’s Astra continues to 
quietly improve year on year and a 
facelifted range with a clever Bi-Turbo 
diesel engine is just about to hit 
dealerships. 

But the surprise hit of 2012 in the 
family hatchback segment deserves to 
be the Kia cee’d. Featuring a high 
quality interior, multi link suspension, 
excellent diesel engines and twin-clutch 
sequential transmission, it’s no longer 
the bargain basement cheapie it used to 
be but is increasingly posing a 
challenge that the mainstream can ill- 
afford to overlook. 

It’s design stablemate, the 
Hyundai i30, is equally 
impressive. 

Both cars can be particularly eco- 
friendly but if you want to go a 
step fiirther along that path and 
can afford up to £30,000, the 
Toyota Prius is now available in 
super-frugal plug-in guise. 



continues to sell well 
and its forthcoming BlueGT 
model is well worth a look. 

Packing 140bhp from a 
turbocharged 1,4-litre engine, 
the BlueGT can shut down a 
pair of cylinders when 
cruising, helping it to a fuel 
economy figure of 60mpg. This from a 
car that can accelerate to 60mph in just 
7.6 seconds and run on to a top speed 
of 130mph is impressive stuff indeed. 

FAMILY HATCH 

The Ford Focus continues to steamroller 
all before it in this sector, but it’s 
interesting to see the bleed to compact 
cars with premium badges. 

Audi’s A1 has certainly stolen quite a 
few sales, especially as it is now offered 
in a five-door body style while the 
BMW 1 Series, revised for 2012, is one 
to keep an eye on. BMW is hoping to 
do to the family hatch market what it 
did to the medium range sector. 

It’s joined this year by Mercedes with 
its handsome A Class. Here at last is a 
small Mercedes that drives well and 
looks great inside and out. It’s one to 
watch, that’s for sure. 

Both BMW and Mercedes will be 
looking over their shoulders at the 
stunning Volvo V40, a car that has 
premium pretensions yet rides on 
maybe the best chassis in this class, that 
of the Ford Focus. 

If you like it but want a touch more 


MEDIUM RANGE 

Things remain rather moribund in this 
sector. The Mondeo soldiers on, but the 
Peugeot 508 and Hyundai i40 remain 
the most compelling sales propositions. 
Volkswagen’s evergreen Passat 
continues to shine in this sector. It may 
not major on excitement but it’s 
supremely practical, very well built, 
features a range of ultra-efficient diesel 
engines and is priced akin to far more 
mainstream tackle. 

Citroen’s avant garde DS5 is a left field 
choice, bringing together elements of 
everything modern family motorists 
seem to like - crossover, coupe, family 
hatchback and sports estate. It’s an 
intriguing package that really does seem 
to offer something just that little bit 
different if you were about to opt for 
just another Mondeo-sized medium 
range model or German compact 
executive saloon. 

COMPACT EXECUTIVE 

The BMW 3 Series, Audi A4 and 
Mercedes C-Class continue to poach 
sales from the medium range sector, but 


of the three, it’s Audi which looks to be 
doing the most to part buyers from their 
money with the slick A4, facelifted for 
2012. 

EXECUTIVE 

The latest Lexus GS is a stunner. The 
interior is beautifully finished, the dash 
looking more like a ridiculously high- 
end hi-fi than something you’d get in a 
car and the GS450h hybrid is both rapid 
and economical. 

Mercedes has entered the fray with a 
diesel hybrid, the E 300 Bluetec Hybrid. 
The combustion engine is the 2.1-litre 
four-cylinder unit much as you'd get in 
the E 250 CDI, which means there's a 
useful 204bhp right off the bat. Add in 
the benefit of a 20kW electric motor 
and you have a vehicle that can 
accelerate to 60mph in 7.3 seconds and 
record a top speed of over 150mph, yet 
when driven a little more modestly will 
deliver class-leading economy and 
emissions figures. 

4x4 

Audi has introduced a 
hot version of its Q5 - 
dubbed the SQ5 - while 
Mercedes has the all-new 
M Class and new GL 
Class appearing in 
dealerships soon. 

1 1 jB Range Rover Evoques 
® ™ continue to fly out of 

dealers and the revised 
Range Rover Sport still 
attracts a lot of love, but the 
elephant in this particular 
room is the new Range 
Rover, which has been spied 
testing just about everywhere. 
At the more affordable end of 
the scale, 2012’s coolest car 
might just be Dacia’s Duster. It starts at 
less than £9k in front wheel drive form, 
but for all-wheel drive and air-con 
you’ll be looking at £14,995. 

Mitsubishi launch an all new Outlander 
this year and both Honda’s new CR-V 
and Hyundai’s Santa Fe ) look as if they 
could be excellent. BMW has also 
improved the styling on the XI, while 
the Vauxhall Mokka looks a fun 
prospect if you were considering 
something small and funky like a 
Nissan Juke. 

MPV 

Vauxhall continues to sell Zafira Sport 
Tourers in their multitudes while Ford 
does likewise with its durable C and S- 
MAX models. Its new B-MAX model 
takes the Blue Oval’s MPV expertise 
into the supermini segment and might 
well be the next big thing. 

SEAT’S Alhambra failed to score the big 
sales its rave reviews promised, but the 
Toyota Prius+ might well be able to 
reprise the success of the Prius hatch in 
a form that works for bigger families.

en Toyota’s Yaris first 
appeared in 1999, it hit a 
lucrative nerve. 

People loved the idea of a low-cost but 
well-built supermini with the bonus of 
Toyota’s peerless reliability record. That 
car was replaced in 2005 but six years is 
a long time and, although the second 
generation car was undoubtedly better, 
its moment in the sun had passed. 

Still a group of loyal buyers kept sales 
respectable right through to that car’s 
replacement this year. In the meantime 
Toyota had been forging ahead with 
hybrid technology, primarily in its 
massively successful Prius but also 
increasingly in ‘core’ models such as the 
Auris hatch. It was only a matter of time 
before they figured out how to make 
hybrid work in a Yaris. That time has 
arrived. 

Toyota certainly hasn’t cut any comers 
in engineering the Yaris Hybrid. If you 
were expecting an electrically assisted 




version of the 1.3 3-litre petrol engine 
that powers the usual higher range Yaris 
models, think again. The hybrid gets a 
98bhp 1.5-litre four-cylinder powerplant 
mated to Toyota’s Hybrid Synergy 
Drive. 

An e-CVT gearbox takes care of cog¬ 
swapping which is a boon in city traffic, 
meaning drivers can rest their left legs. 
As with the Prius and the Auris hybrids, 
the Yaris can mn on electrical power 
alone for short distances, helping to 
reduce noise in town centres. You will 
need to watch out for pedestrians who 


step into the road in front of the car. 

It looks much like a ‘conventional’ Yaris 
model which, I guess, is part of the 
appeal. It’s the same story inside. The 
Yaris Hybrid offers the same occupant 
space and 286-litre luggage capacity as 
conventional petrol and diesel Yaris 
models. The controls are sensibly 
positioned and the dash features an eco 
gauge to help you drive more 
economically. 

Toyota makes quite some play of the 
fact that, upon launch, the Yaris Hybrid 
is the most affordable hybrid car on the

market. It’s true, and the Yaris undercuts 
its nearest priced hybrid rival, the Honda 
Insight, by a clear £2,000 and offers a 
good lObhp more power in the process. 
Getting the price down to under £15,000 
is quite an achievement, especially when 
you consider that Prius prices have crept 
up inexorably over the years, with entry 
level versions of that car costing more 
than £21,000 now. 

The Yaris Hybrid is offered in T3, T4 
and T Spirit trims and even the entry 
level model gets electric front windows 
and mirrors, a height-adjustable driver’s 


seat, ‘follow-me-home’ headlights and 
an MP3-compatible CD stereo. 

Now for the cmnch. Does the Yaris 
Hybrid stack up on the balance sheet? 

In one instance, it’s an absolute no- 
brainer. If your daily commute takes you 
into London’s congestion charging zone, 
the exempt Yaris Hybrid will save you 
thousands of pounds a year over a 
conventionally powered rival. 

There’s a lot to like about the latest 
Toyota Yaris Hybrid. It’s keenly priced, 
the technology is tried and trusted and 
it pitches into a vacant part of the 
market. It won’t stay vacant for long as 
many rival manufacturers are eyeing it 
with envy, but Toyota is the first and 
it’ll take quite a package to wrest its 
lead away.

Hawks boss says

ANY expectations of the play-offs 
or roaring success for the forth¬ 
coming season have been firmly 
dampened down by Hawks boss 
Danny Chapman. 

Harlow Town’s promotion hopes 
were dashed in 2010-11 when they lost

CHLOE Rogers can reflect on 
a wonderful Olympics. 

The Harlow-born hockey player, 
was a key part of the Great 
Britain’s women’s team which 
secured a bronze medal. 

Rogers, 27, said: “It’s been 
absolutely fantastic playing in 
front of these crowds; it’s been 
brilliant all week we knew it 
would be being in our home 
country! 

“I’ve not experienced anything 
like it before, we’ve had support 
like this in other countries - but 
it’s been against us. 

“When you first walk out it’s 
always a goose-bumpy moment, 
especially when the national 
anthem is played and everyone 
is singing along. It’s fantastic 
and definitely helping us. 

“It’s very nice in the village, not 
like Beijing or the 
Commonwealth Games, we’ve 
got all the comforts of home and 
being able to see your friends 
and family. 

“The opening ceremony was one 
of those unbelievable moments 
I’ll never forget. We were 
fortunate enough to be able to 
go because we weren’t 
competing until 
the next day It 
was very special, 
and it marked the 
starting point of 
the tournament 
for us that we’re 
here to do a job. 

“We started very 
well. To get three 
wins out of three, 
it set us up very 
nicely for the 
final stages, that 
hard work got us into the 
semis.” 

Rogers, who plays for Leicester 
in the National Hockey League, 
admits the funding the team has 
received from the National 
Lottery has paid dividends. 
“We’ve been training for three- 
and-a-half years for this full 
time thanks to the National 
Lottery so we were not going to

give it up easy,” she said. 

She now hopes the bronze 
medal can transform the sport. 
“The Olympics is fantastic for 
hockey. We get a lot of 
coverage, we were all inspired 
when we were young watching 
someone at the Olympics. I was 
lucky to have a teacher who 
encouraged me into hockey - 
you always need someone to 
push you into the sport to give 


you an opportunity whether it’s 
at school or at a local club. 

“To have this much publicity 
and hopefully if we do well to 
raise the profile of the sport can 
only be good for the future of 
the sport.” 

Rogers hopes the Games will 
inspire a generation. 

Her message to youngsters was: 
“Hockey is a great sport, it’s 
fantastic to be part of a team, it’s 


fast, it’s athletic, skilful - it’s a 
great all-round sport. It’s a very 
friendly sport, so give it a try!” 
Rogers has been delighted to see 
Team GB do so well in the 
medal tables. 

The nation finished third 
overall, just behind China and 
the USA, home to much, much 
larger populations. 

“It’s been fantastic. I’m a 
massive sports fan so I’ve 


watched quite a lot of it. It’s 
great when you see the medal 
board count go up and you want 
to be part of that.” 

The hockey star was also 
overwhelmed by the volume of 
support. “It’s been unbelievable, 
all the messages on Facebook, 
Twitter and emails. It’s been 
lovely hearing from people you 
haven’t heard from for a while,” 
she said.

Shooting club member's role at London 2012 


HARLOW shooting enthusiast 
Paul Smith was thrilled to be 
involved at London 2012. 

The United Glass Rifle and 
Pistol Club (RPC) member was a 
volunteer at the shooting venue at 
Royal Artillery Barracks in 
Woolwich, South East London. 

Smith has been able to witness 
the top quality international 
shooters. 

These include when fellow 
United Glass RPC member James 
Huckle competed for GB. 


Smith, from Lodge Hall in 
Harlow said: “I have been fortu¬ 
nate. I worked on the shotgun 
range where I refereed a practice 
double trap shoot with Peter 
Wilson [2012 Olympic gold 
medallist] and Richard Faulds 
[2000 Olympic Gold medallist], 
as well as operating a special 
mower that vacuums up the bro¬ 
ken clay discs. 

“As a result I have been able to 
follow James Huckle’s shoots 
from the World Cup test event in 


April through to his three at the 
Olympics. 

“His consistency shows he is in 
the top 25 shooters in the world 
and is a credit to the United Glass 
RPC, Harlow and Essex.” 

Smith’s duties on the Olympic 
firing range included manning 
check points to allow only cor¬ 
rectly accredited people onto the 
firing point, collecting the scor¬ 
ing print rolls from the score 
recording printers (one for each 
target) from the range officers 


along the 70 targets. 

He said: “The primary role was 
to change the backing cards 
which can identify a cross shot 
from a wrong firing point. 

“This can prove if a shooter 
fired the correct number of shots 
if there are too many shots fired 
at a target.” 

He added: “I am also doing the 
same for the Paralympics at the 
end of the month, except there is 
no shotgun [event].” 

Smith’s United Glass RPC, 


based in London Road, Old 
Harlow has had a tough time. 

Smith said: “Our club has had 
a rough time over the last 18 
months as our premises have 
been burgled, vandalised and set 
on fire seven times since the 
United Glass Sports and Social 
Club was closed and demolished.

Osagie, 24, of Northbrooks in 
Harlow, said afterwards: “At any 
other Olympics this kind of time 
would have won a medal - at any 
other major championships. As far 
as the race it was an honour to be in 
the race and to run a personal best, I 
was one second quicker [than his 
PB], but I came last. So there’s 
mixed emotions at the moment. 

“It gives me great confidence. 
My final was on Tuesday [in the 
semi-final]. Even to get to the final 
was brilliant. I knew I was in shape 
to run a personal best, it’s not the 
performance I wanted, but you can’t 
argue with a PB. To get a PB in the 
final I hope all of you back home 
respect the fact that I’ve done it and 
I’m sure they will.” 

Osagie started in the inside lane 
but found himself in seventh for 
most of the race as his rivals strug¬ 
gled to keep up with the phenome¬ 
nal pace of Rudisha. 

Rudisha clocked 49.2 for the first 


400m, an incredible pace. 

“I was hoping everyone would 
come back to me a lot. That’s a lot 
quicker than I have ever run in 600 
metres,” Osagie said. 

But having tried to keep up with 
such a fast pace, Osagie was unable 
to find that explosive kick in the last 
100 metres that had secured him 
second spot in the semi-final. 

“I gave my all, but in the end it 
was not good enough. I would just 
like to thank my family, my coach 
Craig Winrow and everyone at St 
Mary’s [where Osagie trains]. I’ve 
had a great time and really enjoyed 
it,” he added. “Watch out for me in 
the future.” 

The silver medal was won by 
Nijel Amos (1:41.73), from 
Botswana, and the bronze went to 
17-year-old Timothy Kitum 
(1:42.53). 

The future is bright for Osagie, 
who has not reached his peak as an 
800m runner yet, and the Olympic 
Games in Brazil in four years’ time 
is when he will have a great chance 
of winning a medal. 


GB legends praise Andrew 


WHAT it must be like to enter an 
arena as magnificent as the 
Olympic Stadium for a final in 
front of 80,000 noisy people is dif¬ 
ficult to imagine - especially when 
you have the added pressure of a 
home crowd and the expectations 
of a nation on your shoulders. 

I was sitting in the press benches just 
a few feet away from the where the ath¬ 
letes enter to do their pre-race lim¬ 
bering up 
and I can 
tell yoiq 
Andrew 
Osagie 
looked' 
nervous as 
hell. But then 
who would¬ 
n’t? 

He seemed to 
pause for a moment 
just to take in the 
atmosphere, the smell of 
the track and the 
Olympic cauldron burn¬ 
ing brightly right in front 
of him. He paced up and 
down, doing a few stretch¬ 
es and then returned to his 
kit bag to take a swig of 
water. 

Osagie repeated this sev¬ 
eral times before finally 
stripping off and being intro¬ 
duced to the spectators. 

Television can never con¬ 
vey the noise that such a big 
crowd makes, but the 
acoustics in the stadium are 
such that it’s like being at a 
rock concert - my ears are 
still ringing. 

His arch rival David 
Rudisha was next to have 
his name up in lights, and 
the Kenyan radiated with 
the confidence that comes 
with being the fastest 800m 
runner in the world.

On your marks, get set, go! With a bang 
Osagie was off, the only problem was the rest 
of the field set off like mad march hares - 
and there was no catching them. 

The Harlow runner was at the back, strug¬ 
gling to stay up with the crazy pace. There 
were no thoughts of ‘Where shall I 
position myself’ or ‘I hope I don’t 
get boxed in’ or even

Lord Coe said: “If you 
said to Andrew Osagie 

18 months ago ‘You will 
get to an Olympic final 
and you are going to 
run 1 min 43 secss’, he 
would have taken that. 
“Whether he would 
have thought he was 
going to finish last is 
another thing!” 

Cram was also full of 
praise for world record 
breaking winner David 
Rudisha and Osagie. He 
said: “Simply 
unbelievable! That’s the 
greatest ever 800m race 
anyone has ever run, or 
that I have ever seen. 
What a privilege to be 


here. He was all on his 
own! How do you put 
that into words? 

“David Rudisha is the 
Olympic champion. He 
talked a lot about 
putting on a show in 
these Olympics. 

“All eight men have 
either run a season’s 
best or a personal best, 
including Andrew 
Osagie. What a race. 
Incredible. That’s a big, 
big PB for [Osagie].” 
Olympic bronze 
medallist Brendan 
Foster, commentating on 
BBC1, said: “Well done 
Andrew Osagie. It’s a 
phenomenal 
performance. But 
Rudisha is the star of 
the Olympics. He left 
everyone trailing in his 
wake.”

By the end of the 
first lap it was clear that 
no matter how much pace 
Osagie injected, six of the 
other runners were away and 
gone. 

The crowd went silent for 
a moment as they saw their 
man trailing, but then went 
completely ballistic as 
Rudisha crossed the finish 
line in a world record time 
of 1:40.91. 

As he crossed the finish 
line Osagie briefly held his 
head in his hands, but once 
he looked up at the score- 
board and saw those 
times, he could afford a 
little smile. He realised 
he’d been well beaten, 
but made his mark as an 
Olympian and one of 
* the top 800m runners in 
the world. There was 
definitely no shame in 
finishing last.

When asked whether he felt nerv¬ 
ous walking out on the track in front 
of an 80,000 capacity crowd he 
replied: “I was nervous 
because it was 
opportunity.

part of,” Osagie said. “I would have 
loved to watch it from the sidelines. 
I’ve got so much respect for David 
Rudisha. There’s not many people 
that can beat him, but I’m 
so happy to have been 
part of the 
Olympics. 

“To run a per¬ 
sonal best in the 
Olympic final 
is unbelievable 
- in any major 
championships 
I would have got 
a medal with that 
time. My aim was 
to run a 1:44 time 
and hopefully that would 
have been enough to be up 
there with them. 

“Unfortunately it was only quick 
enough to keep me at the back of the 
field. 


“It’s one of those things. Next 
year I’ll come back stronger. This 
was my first really big international 
season so it bodes well for the future 
for me. 

“It's a big jump for me to run a PB 
like that.” 

Osagie was seen warmly congrat¬ 
ulating Rudisha after his phenome¬ 
nal run. “I just said well done to 
Rudisha after the race, awesome 
run. I didn’t say anything like ‘I’ll 
get you next time! ’ he said. 

“He deserves respect. When we’re 
racing we always want to beat each 
other but after the race we get on 
well off the track. It’s good to be in 
the presence of someone who is run¬ 
ning so well. 

“I’m just so happy to be here and 
run a time like that. When I look 
back I’ll be quite happy.”
